Johann Schmidt, a deaf and 

dumb German shoemaker, killed 
Iii - employer wit h a shoe knife, lie 

was acquitted in the German 
courts because the laws were not 
known to him and that liobodj can 
be tried by laws he did not know. 
His counsel also made the point 
that in the ease of a person fifteen 

years of age who is endowed with 
his faculties the law doubts whether 
he is accountable, but that the 
accused, in respect to Intellectual 
development, was Inferior to a 
hearing person fifteen .'ears of age. 

One of the most noted cases of 
murder by a deaf-mute is that of 

the killing of Daniel A. Elasbrouok, 

a wealthy farmer of Gardiner, 
lister County, N. V., by Levi 
Bodine, a mulatto boy who was 
born deaf and dumb. The youih 
worked on Hasbrouck's farm, and 
on account of his affliction was real- 
ly a slave. lie had never been 
educated, yet was of a tpiick mind, 
and communicated his ideas readily 

by means of signs, lie had often 
been beaten by his employer. He 

had frequently said by signs that 

he would kill his master some day. 
Ilisbrouek, on February l">, 1870, 

told the boy to chop wood. The 
deaf-mule took the axe anil struck 

his master two tremendous blows 

upon I he head. Then he left I he 
mutilated body and went to a 
neighbor's house, where he told 
what he ba I done by mo us of 
signs. He was arrested and taken 
in i he jail at Kingston, 

Then followed a most Interesting 
trial. At the opening the prisoner's 
counsel said that ii was Impossible 
to proceed because he was unable 
ot communicate with his client ; 

that he OOUld not convey to his 

mind the various degrees of homi- 
cide ; that lie could not inform him 
of his right to challenge jurors; thai 

he could not impress 1 he boy with 
the nature of an oath, and that Un- 
law provided that no man I Id be 

tried who was not able to under- 
stand t he details of his own trial 
and to prepare a suitable defence. 

The District Attorney held that 
i he prisoner'ssanlty wasundisputed 

and that his neighbors and friends 
were able to communicate with him. 
Many expcits were cited, among 
them Dr. Isaac Lewis Pool, principal 
of the New York Institution for 
the instruction of the Deaf and 

Dumb. The Judge said that the 
boy should be Instructed, and re 

manded him to jail forthat purpose. 

No teacher, however, could lie 
found who would undertake the 
task of Instructing the deaf mute 
that he might be prepared for a 
trial which would certainly have 

resulted in his being hanged. 
When the trial Anally took place 

the jury stood eight for acquittal 
and four for conviction. They 
could nol agree, and the boy spent 
the rest of his life in an asylum.
